bales of hay, and examined that which 
was in the mangers. This was hay 
which was delivered under the contract 
in effeet for the three months preced- 
ing) Sept. 1. It was hay which the An- 
chor Feed Co. had contracted to de- 
liver at $16.40 a ton. 

500 Bales of Wild Grans. 

Mullally and Quinlivan agreed that all 
of the hay in the mamgers and most of 
that in nearly 500 bales which they sam- 
Pied was nothing but wild grass, which 
according to tradition in the feed busi- 
ness is as nutritious as excelsior. It is 
held to be unfit for feeding purposes. 
Some of the bales were made up main- 
ly of grasses and a variety of weed 
known as red top. 

A few bales were found which, accord- 
ing to the investigators, might be 
graded as No. 3 timothy, a grade which, 
in Thursday's market, sold for $10 a 
ton. Mullally and Quinlivan found that 
a considerable portion of the store at 
the municipal stables was threshed hay. 
The seeds had been removed before it 
was baled, thus killing its value as 
feed. 

One load of hay received after Def- 
faa commenced his investigation was 
found to be timothy and worth at 
least $1 a ton less than the contract 
price paid to the dealer.

Hauver, and the evidence he gave, was 
an important accomplishment in laying 
bare the records of Schmidt and the den- 
tist. _But Inspector Faurot of the De- 
teotive Bureau intimated this afternoon 
that something bigger was in prospect. 


recognized from photographs as Schmidt 
called at his shop some time ago with a 
strip of copper 36 inches long and 12 
inches wide.

Letters found in the St, Nichoias 
avenue flat revealed that he is a fusi- 
tive from English justice, and that Scuot- 
land Yard detectives were trying two 
years ago to find him, and presumably 
still would like to know his wher- 
abouts. These letters were of a most 
affectionate nature and fwere from Mu- 
ret’s wife—he has posed in this coun- 
try as an unmarried man. . From the 
tenor of these letters, it is beiieved 
that the charge against him was iis 
connection with illegal practice of med. 
icine. 

Other documents found in the Muret 
flat indicate that he had traveled un- 
der several different names in many 
cities on two continents and that in 
Chicago he was known as Dr. Arthur 
Held.

SEEKS SECLUSION 


City Committeeman Tenders 
Proxy to Fred Priesmeyer 
Who Declines It. 


CRITICISES MAYOR KIEL 
——— 
Executive’s Refusal to Dismiss 
Employes for Own Support- 
ers Causes Split. 


Threatened rebellion by the loyal Re- 
publicans of the First Ward who as- 
pire to hold public office, has moved 
City Committeeman Peter Anderson to 
seek seclusion, and he has tendered his 
proxy to Fred Priesmeyer, recognized 
bess of the Republican organization in 
the Baden ward. 

Anderson says Priesmeyer has de- 
clined to assume the pie-hunting duties 
ot committeemen at this critical period, 
and no one else who measures up to 
the requirements of the important post 
can be persuaded to become minister 
to the court of Mayor Kiel. 

Kiel is denounced by “the boys,”’ ac- 
cording to Anderson, as a violator cf 
the best ethics of local politics, in 
hesitating to dismiss city employes at 
this time who are known to have sup- 
ported Dr. Simon, the Democratic 
mayoralty candidate, at the April clec- 
tion. He says the Mayor recently re- 
fused to dismiss a minor who is on 
the payroll at $2.40 a day, because the 
holdover department head wanted to re- 
tain the young man. 

Anderson “Sick of the Job.” 

“Of course, we know that the time for 
general changes is when the department 
heads are changed, but there are a lot 
of department heads who ought to go 
now, just as Prendergast did at the city 
stables,’’ declared Anderson to a re- 
porter. 

“IT am sick of my job,’ Anderson con- 
tinued, ‘‘and I have too much private 
business to attend to these days to jus- 
tify my looking after the interest of 
my constituents. I can't get a two-dol- 
lar-a-day man off the payroll for one 
of my boys, when it is well-known they 
were out yelling at 11 o’cléck election 
night over the election of Simon,’ 

When asked if the pie situation were 
quite -as bad as Committeeman And?r- 
scn pictured it, Mayor Kiel said: 

“It’s a fact that I turn down 50 people 
a day who want jobs and think they 
deserve them. I simply have to tell them 
that there is no room, and the only way 
to appoint them would be to fire someone 
else, and that wouldn't relieve the situ- 
ation any. It is my policy, and I have 
made it plain to the heads of depart- 
ments, to keep the men they say are 
needed, although the city payroll “is 
about $390,000 short this fiscal year on 
account of the low tax rate that went 
into effect last May."’ j 


Has Not Decided to Resign. 
The Mayor says he does not think any 


other city committeeman ts as disgrun- 
tled as Anderson, because Anderson was 
handicapped in looking after loyal Re- 
publicans in the First Ward by the dis- 
charge of 32 of his men one day during 
the regime of Mayor Kreismann, when 
a hattle was on between the Kreismann- 
Kiel forces for control of the City Com- 
| mittee. 

“T understood that Anderson had 
found. a proxy in his ward,” said the 
Mayor, laughing,’ “but: not Priesmeyer.’’ 

Anderson says he has not decided to 
resign from the committee, but he is 
determined to make no more explana- 
tions to office seekers in his bailiwick 
who are urging their claims to recogni- 
tion at the city hall. Mayor Kiel says 
he does not believe the apparent short- 
age of jobs will result ina fight against 
his administration by a majority of the 
28 city committeemen.

ENGLAND BARS NEGRO 
AS DOCTOR FOR POOR 


He Is Admitted to Have Best 
Qualifications, but People 


Served Are ‘‘Fastidious.”’ 

LONDON, Sept. 18.—The ‘‘color line” 
is not often drawn in England, but the 
Camberwell poor law guardians today 
declined to appoint a negro as district 
medical officer on the ground that the 
poor were very fastidious in such mat- 
ters. 

It was admitted at the session of the 
guardians that the black doctor’s quai- 
ifications were better than those of the 
other candidates and~ some of the 
guardians wanted to treat him as “a 
brother.”’ The majority of the guardians, 
however, supported Dr. Robert Capes, 
who opposed the appointment. He sald: 

“In plain English, he is a ‘nigger,’ 
and as such is not a suitable doctor for 
a post of this sort. The poor are a 
great deal more fastidious than people 
imagine. They would refuse to be at- 
tended by a man of color.”

SUIT FILED AGAINST 
3 FILM CONCERNS 


Swanson-Crawford Action Based 
on Anti-Trust Law Against 
Illegal CCombines, 


RIVAL FIRM ESTABLISHED 


Alleged That Defendants Have 
Ignored Release Dates on 
Motion Pictures. 


The Swanson-Crawford Film Co. filed 
Wednesday in the Circuit Court, a dam- 
age suit for $300,000 against the Film Ex- 


change Corporation of Virginia, Mutual 
Film Corporation of Delaware, Mutual 
Film Corporation of Missouri and Fred- 
erick A. Keller, St. Louis agent for the 
defendants. The action is based on the 
anti-trust law, which prohibits illegal 
combinations of trade. 

The petition alleges that up to June 
1, 1912, there were two large whole- 
sale film concerns in the United States, 
the Genera] Film Co. of New York, and 
the Motion Picture Distributing and 
Sales Co. of New York. 

Tried to.Buy Local Exchange. 

The latter concern dissolved about 
that date and in its place two other 
corporations sprung up, the Universal 
Film Co. and the Film Exchange Cor- 
poration. Swanson-Crawford, conduct- 
ing a rental exchange in St. Louis, be- 
gan buying filme from the Mutual Film 
Corporation of Delaware and the Film 
Exchange Corporation which control, 
according to the petition, eight Yilm 
manufacturing plants. 

Later the Film Exchange and the 
Mutual Film Corporation tried to pur- 
chase the rental exchange of the Swan- 
son-Crawford Co., it is claimed, and, 
failing in that, tried to get control of 
its capital stock. Incidentally, the de- 
fendants, according to the petition, tried 
to place in management of the St. Louis 
concern a man who would look after 
their interests and, when that plan did 
not succeed, established the Mutual 
Film Corporation of Missouri here as a 
rival. 

Three-Fold Damages Asked. 

Since the establishment of the Mis- 
souri company, the petition recites, the 
Swanson-Crawford company has had to 
pay in advance for the service furnished 
by the defendants, while customers of 
the Missouri company are allowed cred- 
it and lower rates. 

It also is alleged that the defendants 
have ignored release dates, permitting 
customers of their Missouri subsidiary 
to show well advertised films in ad- 
vance of the clients of the local concern. 
The petition further states that the de- 
fendants have established subsidiary 
corporations in several states embraced 
in the territory covered by the Swanson- 
Crawford company. 

The plaintiffs ask for three-fold dam- 
ages, as provided for under the anti- 
trust law. 


TREE SONS HELD 
FOR MURDER OF

Hammonses, Bound Over in

STOCKTON, Mo., Sept. 18.—Charged 
with complicity in:the murder of their

FROZEN OUT, HE SAYS 


New Yorker Declares He Was 
Hired to Form Big Colorado 
Consolidation.

NEW YORK. Sept. 18.—Litigation in- 
volving two of the biggest mining com- 
panies in the United States was begun 
in the Supreme Court today when Rob- 
ert A. C. Peterson, a wealthy promoter, 


filed suit for an accounting against the 
El Paso Consolidated Mining Co. of 
Colorado, alleging that he had been 
“frozen out’’ of the corporation. 

At the same time he brought an 
action against the Colorado Mines, Rail- 
Ways and Utilities Corporation of Colo- 
rado to collect a fee of $600,000 for nego- 
tiating the purchase of the ‘“‘golden 
cycle,’’ a famous gold mine, from John 
T’. Milliken of St. Louis. The Colorado 
Mines, Railways and Utilities Corpora- 
tion is a $26,000,000 concern, and the 
golden cycle mine is estimated to be 
worth $6,000,000, 

Peterson includes as defendants in his 
action against the El] Paso concern, Jo- 
seph Walker, his son, Joseph Jr., E. 
Rollins Walker, Clarence Young, George 
W. Stewart, Allen L. Burns and Oakley 
S. Vanderpoel. The promoter alleges 
that in November, 1911, he conceived the 
idea of forming all of the mine proper- 
ties in which he and others were inter- 
ested into a giant corporation to control 
every paying mine that could be ob- 
tained. 

He made an agreement with the Walk- 
ers whereby they were to finance the 
corporation while he was to furnish the 
plan for the organization. Under this 
agreement, he was to receive 10 per cent 
of the property and profits, but when 
he asked for his share, he alleges, he 
was told there was nothing coming to 
bim. 

The Colorado Mines, Railways and 
Utilities Corporation was formed, Peter- 
son says, with the same object in view, 
The chief reason for forming the corn- 
pany was, he says, to acquire control of 
the Golden Cycle mine, which was essen- 
tial to the scheme. The Walkers, ie 
said, promised him 10 per cent commis- 
sion if he could get it for $6,000,000, but 
after he got the option they repudiated 
the agreement.

An invitation to join In the parade ha4é 
been tendered Col. E. T. Dickinson, com- 
mander of Foftest Camp, by Col. Henry 
N. Hanson, commander of the Forsythe 
Post. When they were ready to take 
their places, Col. Dickinson was ia- 
formed that the Commander of the De- 
partment of Ohio, Col. W. R. Warnock, 
had been instructed to bar everyone 
from the parade except Union veterans, 
The Confederate veterans appeared dis- 
tressed, but as they marched quietly 
back to-their headquarters, they were 
greeted with cheers by Union veterans. 
Dickinson Explained. 

| In a statement, Col. Dickinson said: 
‘We regretted the incident very much, 
but I believe our comrades, and espe- 
cially those in the Forsythe Post, were 
even more distressed. We hold no ill- 
feeling towards the rank and file of 
the boys in blue. The boys in blue are 
with us, and for us, and we are with, 
and for them. To show that there is 
mo hard feeling against any of them, 
we are tendering them an invitation to 
visit our camp tomorrow night. This in- 
vitation is to the rank and file of the 
boys in blue.” 
The following explanation of the in- 
cident was made in a statement by 
Commander-in-Chief Alfred B, Beers of 
the G, A. R.: 
“Yesterday I learned that there wus 
a body of women here planning to take 
part in the Grand Army of the Repubiic 
parade. I also understood that the 
women were from Ohio. For this rea- 
son I called the attention of the com> 
mander of the Department of Ohio to 
the following extract from general or- 
der No. 10, which reads. ‘Women and 
civilians are prohibited from participat- 
ing in the parade, and department com- 
manders are directed to enforce this 
order fh their respective departments.’

extended to Confederate veterans to 
take part in the parade. It certainly 
was not tendered by headquarters, nor 
was the permission of headquarters 
asked to extend such an invitation, nor 
was the indorsement of such an invita- 
tion by headquarters asked. 
“The Confederate camp was hot ex- 
cluded bécause its members were for- 
mer Confederate soldiers, but because 
it is the policy of the Grand Army of 
the Republic to have only its members 
in the parade with the exception of 
‘Bons of Veterans, who were officially 
invited as escorts.” 
Twelve thousand Union survivors -f 
the Civil War marched in the parade. 
In the face of rain, the veterans 
trudged between human walls of cheer- 
ing spectators along the entire route. 
Over 1100 Veterans Died Last Year. 
More than 11,000 Union veterans of the 
Civil War died during the 12 months 
ending Dec. 81, Jast, and more than 160,- 
000 veterans are still on the rolls of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, according 
to Alfred B. Beers, Commander-in-Chief, 
who delivered his addréss today. 
The year started with a membership 
of 191,846, Beera said, and 14,779 were add- 
ed, to the rolls by muster, transfer and 
reinstatement. The losses were as fol- 
lows: By death, 11,338; by honorable 
discharge, 485; by transfer, 1765; by sus- 
pension, 6976; by dishonorable discharge, 
63: by delinquent reports, 4283, and by 
surrender of charter, 1039, making a 1o- 
tal loss, partly offset by gains, of 25,398. 
Beers urged that the Pension Commit- 
tee present a bill to Congress granting 
a pension of $75 a month to blind vet- 
erans. He also recommended that an 
effort be made to have repealed a law 
providing that widows of veterans, who 
married after June 17, 1890, should not 
be entitled to pensions.

439 From.. Yaqui Valley Say]: 


They Relied on Advice of 
American Consul Vail, 


DESERT HOMES, BUSINESS 


Own Communication Shut Off, 
They Thought President’s Or- 
der Forecast Trouble. 


SAN DIEGO, Cal., Sept. 18—A state- 
ment setting forth their reasons for 
leaving Mexico was issued by 139 refu- 
gees who arrived here aboard the crui- 
ser Buffalo from the west coast of 
the Southern republic. 

The statement follows: 

“On board U. S. S. Buffalo, Sept. 16, 
1913: 

“We, residents of the Yaqui valley, 
desire to state the following facts con- 
cerning the exodus of the American 
and other foreign residents from: the 
Yaqui valley, Sonora, Mexico, on Sept. 
7 1913: 

“No uneasiness was felt by the Amer- 
ican residents until Consul Vail of the 
Uv. S. A., located at Guaymas, Sonora, 
personally visited Yaqui valley on Sept. 
6. 1913, accompanied by Lieut. J. R. 
Henley of the U. S. Marines and ex- 
hibited a telegram dated Washington, 
D. C., Aug. 27, 1913; and signed by Seo- 
retary of State Bryan, which stated 
thet the President earnestly urged all 
Americans to leave Mexico and that 
the U. 8S. S. Buffalo was then waiting 
at an adjacent point to embark all 
those desiring to leave. The Consul 
added his personal advice that every- 
one avail themselves of the opportunity 
and conform to the President's request. 

Homes Abandoned. 

“Relying entirely upon these represen- 
tations, we have abandoned our homes, 
together with real and personal property 
of greater or less value. 

“Bince about March 1, 1913, we have 
been without train service or mails, and 
for that reason we could not intelligent- 
ly judge for ourselves the necessities 
of the case. Both contending factions in 
the present disturbance in Mexico have 
visited the Yaqui Valley, but neither 
side has committed any overt act to- 
ward foreigners, nor disturbed our 
homes or property.

U. 8S. Protection Asked. 

“"We have left Mexico entirely under 
the urgency of the United States Gov- 
ernment, feeling that they had complete 
knowledge of the situation throughout 
the republic of Mexico, and not desir- 
ing to in any way embarrass our Gov- 
ernment, we have complied promptly 
with their request to,sleave Mexico, 
thereby suffering substantial financial 
loss, and we also feel that we are there- 
fore justified and are relying upon the 
United States Government to protect.

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WHEN EXPENSE I8 STAGGERING. 
Under Speaker Clark’s flood protection and 
drainage bill, the United States will assume the 
responsibility for keepitig interstate water under 
the Federal control which now exists only as a 
legal fiction. Incidentally, under the same sys- 
tem, enough land will be drained between St. 
Louls and the mouth of the Mississippi to sup- 
port a population larger than that of Ireland.

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LENGTHENING THE OOURT YEAR. 

By setting jury cases for immediate trial, iIn- 
wtead of waiting until October, Judge Grimm and 
Judge Cave have decided that the entire month 
of September is not to be eliminated from the 
legal year, so far as the purposes of St. Louis 
courts are concerned. 

Practically the court year, in defiance of alma- 
nacs, has been less than nine months long. Late 
in June all activities except hearings on motions 
and writs have been suspended until October. 
We believe September can be made a very useful 
month. Its restoration, making a court year of 
nearly 10 months, suggests a further lengthening. 
Why cannot we have a court year of as many 
months as the solar year? 

The indolence of leisure-loving but able-bodied 
Judges has no small responsibility for scandal- 
ous delays in the course of justice. No plan of 
reform can give satisfactory results as long as 
the courts are in recess during one-fourth of the 
time. The distribution of vacations is inequitable 
when Judges take three months and the taxpay- 
ers who defray their salaries get only a —_— of 
weeks or no vacation at all. 

To increase by 25 per cent the time dicte 
which courts are in session and hence to in- 
crease by 25 per cent judicial efficiency and ex- 
pedition might be distasteful to court officers 
and lawyers. But it would be very attractive to 
litigants and to the public.

AN AMAZING MAN. 

A strange and wonderful man is William How- 
ard Taft, our greatest living ex-President, bar 
‘one. He sat in the White House four vexatious 
years, he smiled and worried and was universally 
abused. He was dictated to by practically every- 
body in the country, and he tried with all the en- 
ergy of a fat man to please everyone. Senator 
Dolliver described him as “a large amiable body 
entirely surrounded by men who know exactly 
what they want.” He played golf, but so far 
as the record shows, he never beat anybody who 
already had a job. He watched the Republican 
party dwindle from the strongest array of votes 
in the history of the country to a shadow that 
could carry no state with more than four elec- 
toral votes. 

But in spite of all this he waxed fat almost 
beyond belief. He acquired so much adipose tis- 
sue that we felt apologetic when foreigners saw 
him. And then he went out of office amidst loud 
cheers from all concerned. 

He soon obtained a pleasant position teaching 
school, at a salary of $5000 a year, and was in- 
vited to innumerable dinners, that he might make 
little speeches. The speeches were not important, 
but the dinners were good. He did not miss 
meals because of Cabinet meetings, and there was 
positively nothing for him to worry about. Any 
other human being would have laughed and grown 
fat. But Mr. Taft turns to and loses 80 pounds. 
That is a lot of weight to idly cast aside like a 
passe straw hat or an invitation to a department 
store opening. Few of us could do it.

A late charge against some St. Louis Justices’ 
courts is that street car tickets in bunches con- 
taining $5 worth each are accustomed to be dis- 
tributed among them by the United Railways 
for the use of the bench and court officers. .A 
highly interesting statement is made by Justice 
Grassmuck of the Eighth District. He says that 
shortly after his last election a tender of a large 
sum of money was made to him by one of the 
loan agents who bring many suits in Justices’ 
courts.

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FIFTY YEARS AFTER CHICKAMAUGA. 

A great assembly, second in interest only to 
that at Gettysburg, is provided in this year of 
war semi-centennials by the meeting of the na- 
tional G, A. R. encampment in the vicinity of 
Chickamauga. ~_ 

The greatest chess game ever played on the 
continent ended at Chickamauga. In a series of 
masterly movements Gen. W. S. Rosecrans had 
maneuvered Gen. Braxton Bragg out of one 
strong position after another for five months. As 
a climax in effective outflanking he had forced 
him down to the very lower edge of Tennessee, 
almost without firing a shot. In executing feints 
designed to make Bragg believe he might be shut 
up in Chattanooga like Pemberton in Vicksburg, 
Rosecrans, fatuously overconfident, had scattered 
his army. Bragg again retreated, but in accord 
with a strategy even more brilliant than Rose- 
crans’ own. Carefully instructed men were sent 
to the separated Federal camps as deserters to 
report the Confederates starving, demoralized, 
fleeing in a rout. 

_ Rosecrans was completely deceived. Instead 
of concentrating, he ordered a hurried pursuit, 
Crittenden’s corps was pushed through a road 
across the mountain ridge near Chattanooga. 
M k’s hastened through another pass 50 miles 
below and Thomas’ corps through a pass mid- 
way between the two.

This staff officer was 
James A. Garfield, afterward President. He 
found Thomas earning the title of “Rock of 
Chickamauga” in a desperate resistance that 
checked the enemy for six hours. 

Only a little less famous than the Sun of Aus- 
terlitz is the full moon of Chickamauga. Gen. 
D. H. Hill has said that it was not until after 
Chickamauga, succeeding Gettysburg 80 closely, 
that the Confederate private soldier began to lose 
hope. Why did not Bragg continue the attack on 
Thomas’ exhausted force by the bright moon- 
light that night? If he had there might be a dif- 
ferent story to tell of the war in the West.

Modern Americans who have 
led the march of progress. 


By JULIUS CHAMBERS. 
FRANZ BOAS, Discoverer of a 
New American Type of Man. 


RANZ BOAS, anthropologist of 
world-wide fame, has recently 
announced that the United States 
is creating a new and distinctive 

type of the human species. 

“The proper study of mankind is 
man,’’ said Pope. And Prof. Boas of 
the American Musem of Natural His- 
tory and Columbia University has de- 
vored thirty-odd years thereto. 

“A distinctively original type of Amer- 
fcean is in process of development in 
the United States,”” he said to the 
writer. 

This discovery—for it is a discovery— 
@rew out of a recent year’s work of 
the Immigration Commission. Anthro- 
pologists had not previously believed 
the human animal so susceptible to the 
mysterious influences of environment. 

“Such changes have been observed in 
the lower animals,’’ Dr. Boas contin- 
ued. ‘‘For example, the fur of an ani- 
mal raised in a dry locality becomes 
darker when the living animal is trans- 
ported to a very moist climate; but 
man’s status was believed to be fixed 
by parentage and hefedity—so estab- 
lished thereby that structural and phys- 
ical changes would not take place. Yet 
I find they do, even in the first genera- 
tion. This is the case in American- 
born children of European bred parents 
who have lived in this country as brief 
@ period as 10 years. Not only are the 
skulls of such children changed, but 
there is a marked tendency to a longer 
form of face. Another very noticeable 
peculiarity is inclination toward the 
blond type—more fair than parents. 

“Remember,' I am sepaking of the 
children of races that have retained 
their physical characteristics in Europe. 
side by side, unchanged for thousands 
of years. Yet, transplant them in 
America, and some influence, caused by 
environment, is exercised upon the par- 
ents that causes a new uniform type 
of children. It is more than interesting 
—it is astounding! 

“The cause, we cannot even surmise. 
But, personally, I am sure of the facts, 
after examining 26,000 individuals. There 

are many unsolved riddles in nature. 
I cannot tell you why the prain of a 
frog in Illinois is heavier than the brain 
of a frog in Pennsylvania; yet such its 
a fact. 

“No student of mankind has dreamed 
that humanity was subject to such 
changes under mere changes of en- 
vironment. A hint of the great secret 
might have been gleaned during your 
Civil War, but was overlooked. Recent 
researches among the records at the 
War Deaprtment show that recruits, 
offsprings of immigrants but born in 
this country, were taller than sons of 
the same parents born in Purope. Bet- 
ter alimentation or conditions of life 
will not account for this. It is a uni- 
versal rule. The new type promises 
to be different. I will not use the words 
‘higher’ or l‘ower.’ ” 

Professor Boas hails from Minden, 
Westphalia, and studied at Heidelbers, 
Bonn and Kiel; but he came to America 
In early manhood and is an enthusiastic 
citizen /f the republic. Since then .12 
has observed the primitive races in ail 
parts of the world. ‘“‘No one need to 
worry about a deterioration of American 
physical or mental characteristics from 
the flood of immigration pouring into 
this country!” he exclaimed. 

Soon after coming to America Boas 
explored Baffin Land and made the 
most authoritative extant study of the 
Eskimos Morris K. Jesup sent him 
to Northern ‘Siberia, where he discov- 

_ ered 50 species of animals never before 
Gescribed or known to naturalists. The 
North American Indian next became his 
enthusiasm. Boas has observed him at 
close range for moriths at a time. In 
the preparation of his report for sub- 
mission to Congress in 1909 at the direc- 
tion of the Immigration Commiss‘on Boas 
gave a whole year to the physical ex- 
amination of 8000 Jews, 8000 Sicilians and 
10,000 Bohemians, Huns, Scotch anda 
Italians from the mainland. 


“Broadly speaking, all human type: 
are divided into two great classes—long- 
heads and round-heads,’’ he resumed 
“Jews are the most uniform of the short 
or round-heads, and the Southern Ital- 
jans the most uniform of the long- 
heads. I made a house-to-house can- 
vass and tabulated all my informatioa 
before I announced my deductions. 
Among school children, American bora 
are not only taller but heavier than

RICHMOND, Va., Sept. 18.—Members 


annual session here today, heard Senator 
Theodore E. Burton attack the Demo- 
cratic currency bill pending in Congress. 
The Senator condemned the regional re- 
serve bank plan proposed in the bill, but 
his criticism was aimed chiefly at the 
provision authorizing the Federal Re- 
serve Board to control the issuence of 
currency. 
“Tt is based on an erroneous idea,” he 
said, “namely, thet a Government or 
political._organization may properly as- 
sume the providing of a supply of paper 
currency, directly or indirectly. It is 
proposed that the Government shall as- 
sume in the first instance the redemp- 
tion of all circulating notes. This should 
be left to the banks exclusively. It 
might be necessary for the Treasury it- 
self to maintain a gold reserve as is now 
held for the redemption of greenbacks. 
Might Impair National Credit. 
“The proposed plan would cause no 
derangement in times of fair weather, 
but In times of panic or crises the obli- 
gation of the Government to redeem 
circulating notes would be most burden- 
some and might seriously impair its 
credit. The right to fix the amount and 
time of issue is equally objectionable. 
The transactions of borrower and lend- 
er, and the relations between banks and 
their customers will settle the question 
if left alone. This, however, does not 
mean the absence of a very essential 
field for Government supervision.” 
Discussing the ‘plan to put the reserve 
bank system under the control of a 
Federal reserve board, composed of the 
Secretaries of the Treasury and Agricul- 
ture, the Comptroller of the Currency 
and four others named by the President, 
Senator Burton said: 
“Such an Organization might at first 
geem an ideal solution, securing a 
proper balance between the people and 
the banks in the all-important field of 
the management of our finances. But 
it is the bane of our national life that 
politics enters all administrative duties. 


Sees Political Danger 
‘The competition between opposing 


parties is so keen that those engaged 
iu enterprises do not feel sure that the 
authority of a political board will not 
be used for partisan advantage.”

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—An elev- 


enth-hour revolt from the will of the 
caucus and the leadership of the Bank- 
ing and Currency Committee spread 
among Democrats of the House last 
night, when the administration currency 
bill was within the shadow of the final 
vote upon its passage, but the party 
leaders finally got the situation in hand 
again. 

Chairman Glass of the committee, and 
other leaders who sided with him, were 


plainly worried, and their predicament 


afforded unconcealed amusement to the 
Republicans and particularly to Pre- 
gressive Leader Murdock. 

The revolt lasted through many 
speeches on the Democratic side, several 
from across the aisle, and there was one 
vote on which more Democrats deserted 
the committee than had left its standard 
on any of the mooted questions brought 
up before. 


“Ill Never Vote for It.” 
An amendment by Representative Fess 


of Ohio, designed to maintain all legal 
money at a parity and insure the reten- 
Lion of the gold standard, caused all the 
trouble, but it was adopted. 

Some Democrats professed to see in 
it a revival of the old issue of bi- 
metallism, and openly charged that the 
commitiée, in Indorsing such an amend- 
ment, was offering a gratuitous insult 
to four-fifths of the Democratic party. 
That issue, they pointed out, was set- 
tled 16 years ago. 

Representative Witherspoon of Mis- 
sissippi was the first to announce that, 
with such an amendment tacked to the 
bill, he would bolt the caucus and vote 
against it. ‘‘I will never vote for it,’’ 
he shouted, “for I am an honest man.” 


Attitude of Administration. 
“TIT challenge the right of the commit- 


tee to bring in such an amendment as 
this,”” said Representative Wingo of 
Arkansas. “Somebody is playing poli- 
tics and trying to humiliate four-fifths 
of the Democratic party. It is useless— 
it is childish.”’ 

Yet he stated:

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—The offer of 
the New York World to pay Secretary 
of State Bryan $8000 a year if he will 
give up: lecturing on the chautauqua 
circuit to bring his $12,000 salary up to 
$20,000 and devote his entire time to 
the duties of the State Department, was 
widely discussed in political and official 
circles in the national capital. The Re- 
publicans weré in high and outspoken 
glee. 

#everal members of tnat party con- 
sidered the feasibility of taking the 
matter up for discussion on the floor. 
Representative Willis of Ohio was about 
to ask leave to discuss the question and 
to have the offer of the World printed 
in the Congressional Record. but the 
currency debate had the right of way. 
It is probable that Willis will bring the 
matter to the attention of his colleagues 
later. 

Bryan Won't Discuss It. 

Secretary Bryan himself refused to 
discuss the offer with the correspondent 
of the World. There was no hostility 
displayed by the Secretary of State 


iwhen asked about it, but he replied in 


a tone which indicated finality and also 
that he resented the proffer. He said: 
“I have nothing to say.” 

Several weeks ago it was made known 


of State was lecturing by and with the 
consent of President Wilson. There have 
been indications since then that the 
President regarded Bryan’s appearan7e 
on the chautauqua circuit as a member 
of a traveling tent show as nobody's 
business but the Secretary of State’s. At 
the same time it was indicated that it 
was not believed that Bryan was 
neglecting his duties at the State De- 
partment. 

However, there is a strong feeling in 
the ranks of the administration against 
Bryan's lecturing, tut no one will voice 
it pr’ ticly. 

Congressmen’s Opinions. 

Senator Bryan of Florida said: ‘It is 
none of the World’s business and I sup- 
pose Mr. Bryan will treat the incident 
with the silence it deserves. He has the 
right to employ his own time as he sees 
fit. It is a matter which he can séttle 
with the American people. 

“No good can come of the persistent 
discussion of this affair and it would he, 
in my opinion, much better if the news- 
papers would devote more of their atten- 
tion to matters of serious importance to 
the public welfare.’’ 

“Even though Secretary Bryan feels 
that he is right in mounting the lecture 
platform as an ‘atraction,’ sandwiched 
between Tyrolean yodlers and dancers,’ 
said Congressman Britten (Rep.) 
of Illinois, “I belleve that Congress 
should provide for him if he cannot live 
on the salary now paid the office of 
Secretary of State. The Government 
and not the World should stand for the 
deficit.”’ ; 

Congressman Nolan (Rep.) of Califor- 
nia suggested there should be appro- 
priated a contingent fund to make up 
the differences between what Bryan 
spends as Secretary of State and what 
he receives as salary. 

Nolan declared this fund should be 
available at all times, either in the 
cxse of Bryan or other members of 
the Cabinet. 

“The newspaper has overstepped its 
rights,”’ said Congressman Foster 
(Dem.) of Illinois. ‘I think the paper 
goes too far when it attempts to dab- 
ble in Government business. Mr. Bryan 
is entirely right in spending his vaca- 
tion as he ghooses.”’
